has returned, according to the figures 
of the imports and exports for the cal- 
endar year of 1909, just published by 
the bureau of statistics of the.depart- 
npnl of commerce and labor.

market, and during the first 11 months 
of 1S09 this ha.s boomed, the Importa- 
tion of cut

amounting to 


$25.214,541, three times more than in 
the same period last year, and almost 
$6.500,000 more than in that tlm«; in 
1S>07. 


In fact, the-imports of cut diamonds 


for this year, with December omitted, 
amounted to more than §1,000,000 more 
than for the 12 months of 1907, up to 
then the banner year in the importa- 
tion of cut diamonds. 


On these cut diamonds-this year the 


U. S. government has collected $2,500,- 
000 In duties. Belgium and Netherlands 
are the countries selling the most of 
these stones. 


It will surprise maiiy people to learn 


that more than $-10.000,000 worth of di- 
amonds and other precious stones were 
Imported into the United States for the 
first II months of 1909. These are the 
correct -figures and represent 
an 
in- 


crease of $28.000,000 over the figures'of 
1908 and more than SS,000,000 over U-07, 
this country's record year for the im- 
ports of..jewels. 


In the calendar year the foreign com- 


merce of the United States exceeds in 
value that of any earlier year, 
with 


the single exception of 1907. The im- 
ports were larger than for any previous 
12 months-, but the exports

American 
forces to escape to Jlexico, is hurling 
defiance at the United States govern- 
ment, lie openly declares no\v, as was 


asserted at Washington at tho. time ot

stead of 12 m. 
This was because of 


a request made by tho employes. They 
said (hey would prefer to take the two 
hours off on Saturday than to cl'p 20 
minutes off each day. 
The arrange- 


ment' was very satisfactory tu th-e mill 
management, but it came to pass .that 
they could no longer continue it. 


The Locks and Canals had a word to 


say... There is just so much water sup- 
plied each mill each diiy and things 
must of necessity be a bit uniform.
